It is hereby ſtatute and ordained , that the generall ColleQor ſhall 
take ſufficient and reſponſal caution from every Sub-colle&or to do his 
exact diligence in every thing committed to his charge,as wel in bring- 
ing in of money,as in in all other diligence,conforme tothe bandsto be 
made by them and their Cautioners thereanent. 

It is 1kewile ſtatute and ordained, that the Colleors of every Pa- 


riſh ſhall either be a ſufficient and reſponſall man himſelfe,or otherwiſe 


ſhall give ſuhcient caution for his intromiſsion and diligence , The 
which diligence to be done as well by the ſaids Sub-colleQors , as by 
the faids Collectors of Pariſhes reſpective, is hereby underſtood to be 
all ordinary execution of horning regiſtrate in due time, and poynding; 
untill they be ſtopped by deforcement, are to be received for diligence 
alannerly. _ | 

Like hh it is hereby ſtatute and ordained, that the ſaid Collecor ge- 
nerall ſhall receive the ſaids diligence of regiſtrate hornings in duetime; 
and executions of deforcement from the ſaids Sub-collectors and Col- 
lectours reſpedZive, providing the ſame be deliveredto the ſaid collec- 
tour generall, before the fifteenth day of March'nextto come, other- 
wayes no diligence to be received, but they to be liable for payment 
7n ſolidum. | Lo 

It is likewiſe ordained,that the Subcollectours of every Parochine; 
ſhall not be obliged ro carry the money received by them farther then 


' their own Pariſh,and at fartheſt,to the head Burgh of the ſhire, and the 


Sub-collectour ſhall be obliged to teceive the ſame, and make payment 
thereof to the generall collectour, as is above ſpecified. 

And becauſe theſe who takes pains in the faid collection,as well the 
ſaid Sub-collectours, Collectours of Pariſhes, Clerks in the ſhires, 
Clerk of the ſaid collection, and others to be imployed in the ſaid ſer- 
vice, will deſerve to have certain fees andallowance granted to them. 

It is therefore ſtatute and ordained,that ane roll be made thereof. ei- 
ther by the ſaids eſtates, or by ſome to be appointed from them, which 
rolls being ſo made and ſet down, the ſame ſhall be regiftred in the 
books of convention,and extracts given torth thereof,to the effect eve- 
ry man may know his own due. , 
£ 
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Ir is hereby declared,that no exemption ſhall -be granted to any. pet- 
ſon or perſons whatſoever,except onely the lands,rents, annuall rents, 
and others dueties mortified to Colledges, Schools, Hoſpiralls,and for 
- upholding of Kirks,and Bridges, and the Lord Chancellor, and fifteen 
ordiner Lords of Seſſion allannerly. 

Tt is alwayes declared,that this preſent manner of ingathering of 
the ſaid loane and taxation ſhall no: wayes: prejudge any perſon what- 
ſoever in ſucceeding taxations, but that FYery mans right and claim, 
and all the prejudicethat may ariſe anent the lamine or maner thereof, 
whereby any man may inſtru enorm leſion ,” and that -he was un- 
equally ſtented, is hereby ſpecially reſerved h#xc znde. |
